STATE OFFICERS SALARIES 


The Supreme Court decides that 
the saiary law of 1855 is unconstitu- 
tional. This is good news, not only 
to the office-holders but to the 
whole people. There were in the 
last Legislature a few demagogues 
with neither priuciple nor judg- 
ment, who proposed the cutting 
down of salaries of State officers. 
As it was, some of these officers re- 
< nee scarcely a living salary. No 

atter; in an over-zealous desire 
for glory the crusade went on. 
However, by reason of the blunders 
of these stupid and self-assumed 
friends of the people and by the in- 
tervention of the Supreme Court, 
the salaries of our present officers 
will remain as heretofore. When 
in the legislature a member who 
has neither the disposition nor the 
brains to conceive and put into 
operation some great scheme te 
improve the condition of the 
masses, but who for seif-glory must 
makes a raid on poorly paid public 
officers, such a demagogue should be 
advertised as alike an enemy of the 
people and their servants. A mad 
dog legislator that bites and poisons 
whatever happens to be within his 
reach should be killed. The law of 
two years ago, reducing the salaries 
s0 low that the incumbents could 
not live without stealing, was even 
with the peop'e an unpopular meas- 
ure, and the statesmen who drafted 
the law and urged its passage are 
not likely to repeat similar legisla- 
tion at this session. 


Mr. Pike of Churchill has intro- 
duced into the Assembly a bill 
allowing as many as five owners of 
cattle or horses, which run at large 
in this State, to petition the Board 
of County Commissioners to ap- 
point a ‘‘Round-up’’ Commissioner, 
whose duty it shall be to arrange 
the programme for all annual 
round-ups in his county. Said 
Commissioner .may also appoint 
foremen of the different round-ups, 
whose duty sbal! be to search each 
range avd see that justice be done 
the different owners of cattle and 
horses, He will also see that a 
neighbor's branding iron does not 
get on a calf or maverick before the 
owner's gets there. Though this 
billwill be of great help 
to stockmen in effecting 
definite round-ups, it will not pre- 
vent the red-hot irou on the end of 
a lariat from whizzing through the 
air and leaving its imprint on the 
frisky yearling.

The President has signed the 
Mexican pension bill. Every per- 
sou living who took any part at all 
in the Mexican war is to be pen- 
sioned. It includes even those who 
did no active service, but who en- 
listed and might have seen a-tive 
service had uot peace been coa- 
cluded. Forty years have elapsed 
since that war, many of the Mexi- 
can veterans are decrepit and in 
poverty,and this recognition of their 
services, even at this late day, is 
most worthily bestowed. It is eati- 
mated that there are in this State 
pot fewer than ove hundred and 
fifty of these war veterans who will 
be included in this new list of pen- 
sioners. .

Appertaining to Indian Schools. 
WASHINGTON, February 4. 

The response of the Secretary of the 
Interior to Senate resolution calling 
for information regarding the Apaches 
at fort Marion, Florida, shows that all 
ofthe youths among these Indians, 
| between the age of 12 and 22 years, 
numbering 42, have been transferred 
to and placed under educational and 
industrial training at Carlisle, Penn., 
end that upon the recommendation of 
officers ofthe army in charge of the 
confined Indians, provision has been 
made for the education of 60 of the 
younger children by the Sisters of 
Charity at Augustine, Florida, at an 
expense Of $75 each per quarter. The 
reply is accompanied by a communi- 
cation by Dr. C. B. Agnew of Florida, 
asking that the department erect 
school buildings for the education of 
allthe Apaches, and offering in the 
name of the “St. Augustine Indian 
Aid Society,’”’ to procure teachers for 
the school free of cost. The reply of 
the department to these communica- 
tions is also submitted and shows 
grave doubts as tothe advisability of 
of pursuing this course, and that the 
department had no authority to ex- 
pend money for the erection of the 
buildings desired. 


A Corrupt Body. 
SANTA Fs, February 4. 
In the Territorial Legislature here 
yesterday the House, by a vote of 14 
to 10, decided by a resolution, in favor 
ofthe two Democratic members from 
Taos county, whose seats were con- 
tested by Republicans.

The deceased was born in Missouri 
in May 1832, hence at the timeof 
his death was 54 years, nine months 
and 23 days old. Jarry Schooling 
was one of the best-known men in 
Nevada, and an oid pioneer ef 
Washoe county. He came to 
Washoe City 10 tne year 1862. 
With his partner, Joseph E. Jones 
now of this piace, in that year he 
eugaged in the biacksmith trade. 
He lived at Washde until 
1869, when with thousands of 
otvers attracted thither by the 
prospects of a suddenly to ve ue- 
quired iurtuue, he moved to White 
Piue. About a year later, in 1870, 
he was named from that county to 
be the nominee ou the Democratic 
ticket for state Treasurer. In the 
canvass he was victor.ous over his 
opponent, Hun. Len Wines, the 
present Sergeaut-at-Arms of the 
Sevate. In 1874 was re-elected, 
this time over the present incum- 
bent of the office, the Hou. George 
fufivy. On bis retiremeut from the 
office ot Treasurer he located in 
Reno. [a 1880, over his opponent 
Dr. A. Dawson, be was elected to 
the State Senate, in which 
position he served until 1884, 
He was the unanimous choice 
of the Demucratic convention at 
Kiko last fall for the position of 
State Treasurer, but with the rest 
of his party suffere 1 defeat, his op- 
ponent being Mr. Tufly. The Dem- 
ocratic party still recoguizing his 
merits as a public officer and his 
past serviges to the party, in De- 
cember last he was appointed Treas- 
urer of the U. =. Miut at Carson. 
in this position he served until his 
death, About five yeurs ago he 
was engaged in the merchantile 
business here, Gallatin & Fulsom 
succeeding him in 1883. In the 
years 1884 and ’85 be was interested 
with Captain ©. A. Bragg inp a saw- 
mill at Schooling, ou the line of 
the Nevada & California Railroad, 
He was a member of the Masonic 
Order in good standing. He leaves 
a wife and two daughters, Miss 
Hattie about 21 years of age and 
Miss Cisra about 17 years. The 
family, including the wife and two 
daughters, now resiue iu San Fran- 
cisco, 
In both official and private life 
the deceased was kuown as‘‘Honest 
Jerry Schooling.’’ Never mans 
whispered aught against his integ- 
rity. He was companionable and 
agreeable; he was kind-hearted and 
charitable of othera’ fauits; be loved 
his family avd no sacrifice was too 
great for him t> make for them; he 
was esteemed by all of his fellow 
men as & man of mary virtues,
